ugs and great pꝛinces whoſe boke it map 
be woꝛthilpe called becauſc that the knowlege thereoſts 
moſte pꝛotitable and neteſſarye to all thoſe, whyche haue 
the gouernance of common weales. Foz notonely the hi⸗ 
ffozies of the Gentils, but alſo vt the holpe ſcripture, doo 
in euery place make mencion ot᷑ theym. The holy ſcrip⸗ 
tures, beſides that they make vs certaine ot the wyli and 
wooꝛde of god , and alſo of the ſpirituall kingdome of 
Chzilte,teache vs politicall adminiſtratyon, and ſex fe2rh 
many notable eramples, which in rulyng a publik weale 
be neceſſarpe to be knowen, and whereby the myndes of 
pꝛinces mape be tiered to the ſtudp of truenobplitee ar 
vertue, The hyſtozies of the Gentiles declare the ozig(- 
nall and begynnyng of greate empires, and foz what cau⸗ 
ſes there hath chaunſed in theym ſo great and ſo ſtraunge 
alteracions and greuous cammotions. In the ſame is alſo 
contepned pꝛeteptes of offices and vectues, whereby the 
commune weales may maſte pzoſperouſely be pzeſerned, 
continued and aduanſed, And foz this caule hiſtozies are 
molt wozthy to bee called the bookes of good pꝛincis and 
noble men. Howe, fozaſmuch as vnto euery pꝛince thers 
belongeth a double vertue, that is, a politicall oz exter⸗ 
nall, and a fapthe and feare towarve god: Craumples of 
them both bee ſhewedto vs out of hiſtozies. Therłoze we 
woll fp2ft fpeake of cinile vertues. P2incfs, yea and all o- 
ther, that haue auctozitee in greateaffatres and high mat- 
ters,ought thoſe examples and actes chiefly to conſpder, 
wherby they may be admoniſched, by what meanes they 
map molt pꝛoſperouſip ercerciſe them ſelues in the gouer- 
nance of the weale publike. They muſte ſette befoze ther 
les the examples ot good * andrulers;and 3 
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mul thplern the eceſayditl and the right trave 

their empires, that in their reignes, beſides 
the vtilitie a benefite of the publike we: 
nothing, that tultice i equitie they only embzaced,jthat al 
mildemeanours and offences they grenouſlypunilhed, e 
againe.that towardes good men and pecible they were al- 
waies beneficiall « gentil, that foz euery cauſe they would 
not raiſe vp warres, but by wynkyng at iniuries, xeteyne 
peace,and pet invefence of their ropalmes, were neuer te 
leſſe of an inuincible courage and redie wpil , finally that 
by their wpſcdome,power,4 trength,they defended their 
dominions from all outward hoſtilitie , + the ſame in truc 
religion, welth, quietnes, and in all neceſſarie artes made 
to flouriſhe. In all whyche qualities our moſle excellent: 
gracious pzince Henry the eyght, hath excelled, and is an 
example to them all, which ſhal ſuccede. Foz in him alone 
is conieſted and heaped all the ſundzx good qualities of the 
auncient kynges, by whiche they obteined in ſo great re 
nome. Mhych qualities he hath ſo pzaciſed in thegoucr- 
ngunce of his realme-, that J ſuppoſe there neuer was in 
anꝝ cõman weale, any noble pzince and gouernour which 
declared mo examples ot wiſedome, oꝛ ſhewed moꝛe 
benefites t pleaſures to his countrey than his grace hath. 
Bat to the purpoſe. Fozthecontrary part. 


¶ In the eramples of tyꝛannes they map obſerue diuers 


thynges: as, the ende of them to be miſerable, and that 
thꝛough theyꝛ crueltie many miſchietes and daungerous 
commocions haue chaunted in their common weales, as 
it appereth how Pharao foꝛ tyzanny periſhed, and fozipke 
tauſe tho Komaine kynges were exiled. Pꝛuinces haue of- 
tentimes diſtroyed one the other, onelp fo2 pꝛyde, dildaine 
and enup, and that many times began vpon nothyng. C⸗ 
yen as it was the only cauſe of the truel warres betwene 
Ceſar and Pompei. The Komapne hiſtozics ſhewe, that 
the deſpꝛe of noneltie hath oft ben the Cirre of moſt gre - 
uous warros. And the ſect and reigne of-Pachomet had 
non other beginnynge but of hereſie and diſfention of the 
articles of the faith. It auaileth them muche that be in 
auctoꝛitie, to marke theſe thinges in the redynge of —

ries, that they learnt to beware fozeſee, and avopve lyke 
tyynges in theyꝛ gouernance. Voz the ſame chances daily 
happen, al be it the perſones now and than be thaunged 
in the commene weales, neuertheleſſe as pettaynynge to 
the ſimititude of buſpnes and trouble, the wozlve remay- 
neth the woꝛlde, and lyke vnto it elfe. Therfoze moſt tru⸗ 
ly Thucpdives{ who was a man excellent tn the know- 
ledgeof warrefare ,+alſowatethegreate t long watre, 
t other ſandzy thinges, which chanced arnong the Grekes) 
ſapeth: Þiſto2zies be a treaſure , whiche ought neuer to be 


out ol our hanoes, that therby beyng apded, we maye the 


moꝛe tommodiouſi handle ſuche buſpneſſe ⁊᷑ lite chances 
in the tommon weale led as muthe as the cauſes often 
tymes chaunce almoſte lyke, 

C Furthermoze there be examples toundr in diltozyes, 
tonuenient foꝛ euerp man pziuately in his degree, as, ma⸗ 
giſtrates ought to be obeyde, and that they neuer efcaped 
-bnpuniſhed, whiche haue tebelled againſt theim, euen as 
Dathan; Abſalom, Catiline, Bꝛutus, Caffius,andfeiche 
lyke foꝛ theit ſedicion haue ben woꝛthily puniched. Pride 
fidelitte of fryendes, as Jonathas ſaued the lyle vt kyug 
Dautd.

Notwithſtandpnge 
the empire did not continue in the handes of the poſteri- 
tie of Nemrath, F oꝛ among the Aſlyꝛians roſe vp a new 
kingdom by ACur,of whom Nintiue was builded. who 
ſubdued the citie of Babylon, which 1 Sicul 
dothe wꝛite, and by this occaſion the Ponaxchye was 
changed from the Chaldeis to the Allyzias, .Strabo and

The nation of the 
Scithians, both in their oꝛtginall beginnynges and em- 
pires, were no leſſe renoumed by their women, than by 
their men. They thꝛiſe obteined the empire of Aſia, wht 
che they kept tributarie vnto them, vntil the time of N1- 
uus, thei them ſelues remaining tõtinuallp without the 
ſubiection of other pꝛinces. They put to ſhainfull flight 
Darius king ok Perſta, they ouerthꝛew Zoppꝛona the 
capitain of Alerader with his armie: in like maner they 
ie w Cyꝛus w!th all his power. They rather herd of the 
Romans, than felt them. Of them aroſe the nations of

warres. Amdg them no crime is ſo greuous as theft! fo 


they,hauing their ſubſtance t cattall without houſes oz 
other defence, might haue nothyng in ſafcgard, if theft 
were not ſharply puniſhed.

ſpiſe as much as other nations deſire it. This continice - 


bath taught them rightuouſneſſe, that they neuer deſire 
other menncs goodes. Foz the deſire of richeſſe is there, 
where the vſe of it is. Mhich moderation t abſtepning 
from other mens goodes, J wiche vnto all men: foꝛ then 
truly ſo great warres ſhold not ſo lõg noz among ſo ma⸗ 


ny be continued, neither ſhold the ſwoozde deſtroy moꝛe 
men, then the naturall courſe of deth (hold take away. 


Tertes,this ſemeth wonderful,that nature ſhuld geue 
vnto them that, which the Chꝛiſtians by the godly wiſe- 
dom of Chailt, by the long pꝛeceptes and inſtructions of 
holy men, can not attaine vnto. Puche moze pꝛeuaileth 


in them the ignoꝛance of vices, than in vs the knowlege 
ok vertues. Finally from them hath come people fearful 
e vengeable to all the wozlv,as the Alanes, Hünes, Go 


thes, Bulgarois, Slauanots, Turkes, & Tartarians. 
Moꝛeouer the women of that nation, at the riucr Ther⸗ 
modoon reuenged the death of their huſbands with the 
laughter of their enemies:and leſt that ſome ſhold ſcme 


moꝛe happier then other ſome, they flew al the men that 


remained, ⁊ foo2thwith abhozred the defire of matrimo⸗ 
nie,calling it rather bondage than mariage. Neuerthe- 
leſſe, when that by warre they had obteined peace, t by 
their valiant pzoweſfe had conquered a great part bothe 
of Alta and Europe, ſtabliſhing them a kingdom by the 
name of Amazons: Than leſte their nation ſhold decay 
thꝛough lacke of menne, they vſed the company of their 


bozderers. It men childzen wer bozne, they were either 


llain oꝛ ſent to their fathers: the wome thei pꝛeſerued, ex 


erciſing them not in ſo wing, ſpinning, oꝛ idlenes, but in 
fcates of armes, riding, and hating, The right papps of 


their childꝛẽ they ſeared of, that it ſhold be no let to them 


in ſhoting. Foz which cauſe thei were called Amazons, 
that is, hauing but one pap. By this maner exerciſe thei 


becam 
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became ſo ſtrong and hardy, that they feared not to fight 
hand to hand with the-moſt valiant pꝛinces, Hercules. 
Theſeus, Achilles, + the great Alerader;But how long 
time theſe wome cotinued, oꝛ whe they ceffed, we canot 
certainly finde: yet we rede, that Binothea,one of their 
quenes, fo2 the deſire to haue iſſue by þ great Alerader, 
came with. zo000, women. 25. dates tomey to him, x af- 
ter thirtie days returned, being conceiued with childe. 

Jupiter Belus the ſonne of Saturne, the ſecond em⸗ 
pcrour of Babplon, reigned. s:. peres. He founded and 
edified Babplon, moe like a towne than a citie, and cõ⸗ 
tinued in peace vntil it was toward p end ot his reigne. 
E Comerus,after the maner of the Scithias,fro whens 
he cam, taught his Jtalias to make townes with chari⸗ 
ots + wagõg.

From whenſe 
ſhozily after, thꝛough great famine; he was conftrained 
to go into Egypt.

After this Lot 
was take, whom Abꝛaham deliuered, t reſcued the ſpoi⸗ 
les, which the p2inces of Aſlyꝛia had taken, and receiued 
with bleſſing of Melchiſedech, king of Salem and high 
pꝛieſt of almightie God (called alſo Sem the ſon of Noe) 
bꝛead t wine, to wh Ab:aha gaue the tenth of his pꝛay. 
The apoſtle ſaieth, that this Melchiſedech was without 
genealogie, becauſe his pꝛogenie is not reherſed i = 
ſcripture. Thi Abꝛahã begat on Agar his maid ſ 
of whom came the Iſmaelites, after wards called — 
cenes.

C Pythagozas, the famdus philoſopher in this time flo⸗ 
riſhed. whoſe ſchoale was nat dctupie d in naturals and 
aſtrono nie, as other, but in arithmetik, geometrie, and 
muſtke, whiche he reduced firſt into ſcientes, and albeit 
that in his time none was coparable to him in wiſedom, 
pet wold he not be calted a wiſe man, but a phtloſopher, 
that is, a louer of wiſedome. his doctrine was dunner 
commodious, the which he teachyng to other, emoyned 
them to kope ſilente ſiue veres, and here him diligently, 
ere they demanded ol him an queſtion.

Glecond Ceſar, that thyngs happened in Rome, 
chat ſomtime doeth in al cõmon weales, at the 
=eyJdecealle of great pꝛinces and rulers, that is ſe⸗ 
dition, vnquietnefſe, and trouble. Foz the ſouldioꝛs be⸗ 
eng as than in Panonie, raiſed a great ſeditiõ, in their 
ragt beatte t murdered diuers of their tribunes t other 
officers, which cõmotion after muche peines was laſtely 
quieted by Dꝛuſus the ſon of Ciberius. In like maner 4 
fo: like cauſes, was great trouble and vnquietnes in 5; 
holt that lay in Germanie. At which time, iuhan Germa 
nicus their tapitain.erhoꝛted them to quietnes, the ſoul 
: dSfoz80bftinatcly refuſed the empire ot Tiberius, and 
pꝛofered to make dim their emperour, but Germanicus 
wold rather haus flaine himſelfe with his own weapon, 
then by luche vnlaufull meanes to obteyne the imperial 
auctozitie.

— Pylate,after the death of Chaiſt(as witneſſeth Tertu 
lian) wꝛate to Tyberius the emperoꝛ of the death, ver⸗ 
tue, and miracles of Chꝛiſte. Who after that he had pu⸗ 
bliſhed the ſame in the ſenate, wolde haue had Chziſt to 
be aſcribed and numbzed among the goddes of the No⸗ 
mains: but the ſenatoꝛs wold not conſent therto in any 
wyſe, becauſe that Pylate wzote to the empero2 of that 
matter, and not to the.

Phꝛahates ſhoꝛtly after ſicke⸗ 
ned # died in Surrei, and than was Bith21dates of Hi⸗ 


beria oꝛdeined in his place, wherof enſued deadly warre

This man at the firſt begin⸗ 
ning, was or maners right pleaſant and TE 
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ot cui ut after he betame ſo deteſtable in-p2ide,incontinfcyx 
beaftly crueltie, that he ſemed rather a manſter of a mã, n 


t filthy of al vice, tha a pzince oꝛ gouernour ot a publike 
weale. He vſed to ſit in the temple among the gods (um- 
ptuouſly araied in purple and gold,offcing him ſelf to be 


. wozthipped of the people, he defloured thze ot hys o wne 


ſiſters, and toke other mens wines violently from them 
Oktentimes he be wailsd the condicion x ſtate ot᷑ his age 
that it was not made famous with any notable o; great 
calamities of the common weale.foꝛ certain diſpleaſurc 
that he conceiued toward the Romans, he wiſhed erneſt 


ip, that al the people of Rome had but one necke, that hc 


to his pleaſure might deſtroꝝ ſuche a multitude. Tho⸗ 
raugh this great mutation of maners in Caligula, hap- 
ned this pꝛouerbe to riſe: Ther was neuer a better pꝛice 
at the beginning, noꝛ a wozſe tyʒan at the ending. 

¶ Caligula deliuered Agrippa out ot piſon, and in the 
ſtede ol his fetters and irons, gaue to hym a cxobon, and 
a chavn e of gold of the ſame weigt as his trons were, 
and made him king ouer that part of Judea that Philip 
gouerned befo2e tyme. And not long after added therto 
the dominion of Berode, and condemned Herode to per 
petual baniſh nent, where he died miſerablx. 

¶ In zudea Uitellius depoſed Caiphas out of the high 
pꝛieſtes roomce, ⁊ oꝛdeined an nother in hys place called 


Jonathan, the ſon of Anna. 2 
Caligula commanded diuine hono2s to be geue to him 


and temples to be creed in his name. Alſo that his ima 


ges ſhuld be ſet vp in al temples within the empire. whi 
che cauſed great diſcẽtion in Alexandꝛia a citie of & gipt 


fo2 ſo much as the Jewes there being, would not conſet 


in any wiſe ts the woꝛſhipping of the Images of Ceſar, 
CCaligula,returaynx oute of Germany where he had 
atcheeued nothing wozthy memozy, cauſed his armp to 
be ſette in good oꝛder vpon the ſex bankes, and his ſpzin 
galle and other abilementes and engines ot war to be 
diſpaſed againſt the occian ſea, as though he wold con-

Rome, after whoſe death was found in bis cloſet two li⸗ 
tle bokes, one called a ſwoꝛd an other the dagger. In the 
both were intitled the names of thoſe ſenato2s, and no⸗ 
ble men of Romc, which he purpoſed to putte to death. 
There was found alſo acoffer, wherein were diuers kin 
des of poiſon, with the which he entẽded to deftroy a wõ⸗ 


derful multitude of people. |

¶ Dioclecian, and (by his counſaile) Parimintan,' 

vp the timpertall auctoꝛitie, and led the reũdue of 

lyfe as pziuateperſons. 

CConttantinsand Galerius, which befoze wer named 

Ceſars,faccededin the empire: betwene whom the go- 

uernante therot was thus diuided, that Galerius ſhold 

rule in Jllyzia, Aũia, and all the eaft partes:and Conſtas 

tins in Jtaly, Spayne F raunce, and Bzitaine & Afrike. 

But he as a moderate and wiſe pꝛince refuſed Afrike £ 

Italy, and reteined only Spaine, France and Bzttatn. 

This Conſtãtius was a ma of great affibilitie,clemecy 

and gentleneſſe,and therwith very liberall, indeuozing 
litle regarding his owne 


Wherfoze he ſapd, that it was better that pziuate pers 


ſons had the comon treaſure, to the vſe of the weale pu⸗ 


blike, than to be locked vp in pꝛincis coffers. Jn feaſhifal 
days, wha he bad his nobles to any banket , he bozowed 
plate of his frendes to furniſhe his cupbozdes, 
Galertus,the other empero2, was of maners right cõ⸗ 
mendable, ſauyng that he was cruell to warde chꝛiſttan 


people. Foz whtche cauſe he was ſeriken of God with 
extreme and vile ſickneſſe,as after ſhall app 


türe.

4270 zog dioꝛs choſe one Parentius, the ſonne of Pariminian, 
ws $ to be emperoꝛ:agaynſt whom whi Severus came with * 
an armie, beyng foꝛſaken of his ſouldio2s, he was con- 
ſtreigned to flee, and nere to Rauenna was taken and 
dlaine. This Marentius was a cruell tyzan. Df his in⸗ 
continence and other vices be many examples in the hi⸗ 
| ſtoꝛie named T ripartica, 
319 Onſtantius died in Po2ke,after whom Cõſtantine 
| * well in the kingdome of 1521taine , as 
in the gouernance of other realmes, that were ſubiece 
befoze to his father. This Conſtantine was a right no⸗ 
ble and valiant pꝛince, and ſonne of Helena, a woma of 
great ſanctimonie, and boznein Bꝛitapne. He was ſo 
- myghtie in martial pzoweſſe,that he was ſurnamed the 
great Conſtantine. And had the faithe of Ch2iſtin ſuch 
reuerence,that alway moſte ſtudiouſip he endenozed to 
augment the ſame, Jn witneſle of his belefe hecauſed a 
booke of the goſpels to be caried befoze him: And made 
the Bible to be copied out,and.ſent into all partes ot the. 
empire. Of this man the kynges of 1Bzitayn had fyzſte 
the.p;juilege to weare cloſe crounes o2 Diademes. 
CGalerius,empero; of the eaſt, wht he berd of p death 
of his capitain Seucrus, made Licinius partaker of the 
empire. This Licinius in feates of armes was erpert e 
ttutunningi: but he Hated lerning ſo extremely, that he ſaid, 
it was a peſtilence and poiſon in the common weale. 
® C Finco2make,after p death of his conſen Cairthquint, 
was oꝛdeined king of Scots, and reigned. rlvit.peares. 
¶ Pariminian Herculius, deſiryng to hee emperour a- 
gapne, came to Rome, and by pztute meanes endcuoꝛed 
to defeate his owne ſon Parentius af the empire. But 
he was reiected of the ſouldioꝛzs, 4 dꝛpuen from Rome. 
M hertoꝛe he fled into Prance to Conſtantine bis ſonne 
in la we, whom alſo he lapd in waight traiterouſly, ope⸗ 
nyng his pꝛetended malice to Fauſta his daughter, the 
wife of Conſtantine. va ſhe abhoarpyng: the impious 
mende ol hir father , diſcloſed the matter to hor — 
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In the 10. pere of the perſecution, Galerius the chiefe ** » 
minitter therof,fell into a wonderful ſickenefſe,hauing . 4 274 
a ſoꝛe riſen in the nether part of his bealy, which conſu⸗ 
med his pꝛiuie membꝛes: rom whenſe ſwarmed greate — 
plentye of wozmes, which were engendꝛed of the putri⸗ 
faction, This diſeaſe coulde not be holpen with any ſur- 
cery 02 phiſike. Wherfoze he cdfeſſed, that it hapned fo: 


his cruelty toward the chꝛiſtiãs, and called in his pꝛocla 


mations, which he had publiſhed againſt them. But not 
withſtauding he died miſerably,and(as ſome waite)not 
ſuſteining the ſtenche of his owne foze,flue him ſelfe. 

Pariminus, whiche a litle befoze hadde taken on him 
the name of an emperdur in the eaſt, kept ſecret the com- 
maundementes of Galerius: wherin he fozbade the per⸗ 
ſecution of the chꝛiſtians: and after his death moſt cruel- 
lye tourmented them in etiery place. And to the intente 
to cozrupte the youthe , he feigned actes of Pylate and 
Chꝛiſt, whiche he cauſed openly to be read to childzen in 
they: ſcholes. | 

Ozmiſda, the ſonne of Narſes, king of Perſians; kept 
warre with his bother foz the kyngdom,and beyng put 
to the wozſe, fledde to the Komatns,

CConſffantine came with a parte of his armye agaynſt 4276; 315 


Marentius, whiche vercd the Komaines with grenous 
exaction and tribute. L han he was in his ioꝛnep, by a 
viſion in the nyght, he ſawe the ſigne of the trolle in the 
element, ſhinyng like fyze, and an angell therby, ſaping .

C Bariminus, which did perſecute the chziſtians in the 
eaſt parties, warred agaynſt Licinius:of whom he was 
ouerth;owe,t as he was pꝛepared fo2 an other battaile, 
ended his life milerablp, ot a pan in the guts, whereby 
the empire was only vnder the dominton of Conffitine

Ch2iſtians from baniſhement. 
¶ Diaclecian finiſhed his laſte daye nere to Solome. be⸗ 
faze his death whã he was entiſed by Herculeus to take 
on him againe the imperiall aucozitie , be anſwered in 
this wiſe: It pou did ſee the herbes which Jbaue plan- 
ted and ſette here with myne owne handes,you woulde 
neuer deſyze to be emperoꝛ againe. 

Criſpus, and Conſtantius, the ſonne of Conſtantine, 
and Licinius his nephew, were made Ceſars. 

Lactantius was famous and wzate his wozke, De di- 
uinis inſtitutionibus to Conſtantine the emperoz. = 

Conſtantine fo2bade al perſecution ot the chaiſtians, 
CLicinfus,emperoz of the eaſt, perſecuted the chaifti- 
ans, and expelled them out of his palaice , pꝛetendyng 
this cauſe,that they pꝛaied moꝛe foz the pꝛoſperous ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe of Conſtantine, than fo2 him. 
CWBaſilius biſhop of Amaſia in Ponte, was martyzed. 

Conſtantine o2deined the Sondap to be kept:and that 
men vacant from other occupations,ſhold employ them 
ſelfe onely to pꝛaier.

¶ Arrius, pꝛieſt in the church ol Alerandzia, began firſt - 
this hereſte,that the ſonne in deitie was not equall with 
the Father, noꝛ of the ſane ſubſtance, but onely a mere 
creature.

woꝛlde, beyng than chꝛiſtened, and many famous cler⸗ 


kes and great learned men. 
Arrius was erto mmunitated by Alexander, whiebe 


was than biſhop of Alexandzia. 


A noble mã, called Al exãder, in a cõmotid at Carthage 


was named emperoꝛ, and ſhoꝛtly after was ſubdued by 
a tõpanꝝ of ſouldiozs that Conſtantine ſent againſt him. 

Ciuile warre betwene the empero2s Conſtantine and 
Licinius. The firſt battayle was fought in Hungarie, 
where Licinius was onerthzowe:than he fled into, Pa- 
tedonie:and repayring his army was agapne diſconifi- 
ted. Finally,beyng vanquiſhed bothe by ſea and . 
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and was commanded to line a pzinate life in Theſſaly, 
where he was ſlain of the ſouldiours. 

Helena, the mother of Conſtantine at Jeruſalt᷑ found 
the trolle, on þ which Chꝛiſt ſuffered his paſſion, ⁊ the.3, 
nailes, wher with his feete and handes were perced. 

At Nicena was called a general counſail, in the which 
the emperoꝛ Conſtantine was pzeſent, with 315. biſhops 
by whome was determined againſt Arrius, that the ſon 
was equal with the father, which decree was confirmed 
by the emperour:and Arrius with. vi.other biſhops, ba⸗ 
niſhed. Jn this counſaile whan certaine biſhops woulde 
haue oꝛdeined, that pꝛieſtes ſhoulde not thens fozth com 
pany with their owne wyfes, Paphnutius, a manne of 
great vertue and learning, vehemently withſtode their

C Octauius, Duke of Jeſſes, oz wealt Sarones, whom 
Conſtantine made linetenant in B2itatn,rebelled;'# en 
deuoured to expel þ Romans out of þ land, wherof wha 
Conſtantine had knowlage, he ſent againſt him a Duke 
named Trahern, with certain legios of ſouldioꝛs, after 
whoſe arriual in bʒitain was fought a fierce batail nere 
to Wincheſter, in which Trahern was put to the wozſe 
and conſtreigned to flee toward Scotland: whom Octa⸗ 
mus folowed, and in Meſtmerland gaue to him the ſe⸗ 
conde battail, in which Octauius was chaſed, and Tra⸗ 


hern was victoz, who purſued him ſo egrelp, that Octa⸗ 


utus faꝛſoke the lande, and fapled to Roꝛ wax.

Conſtantine, perceuing y his wife Fauſta had cauſed hi 
fo2 falſe pꝛetended cauſes,to put to deth his ſon Criſpus 
w other of the nobility, commanded her to be beheaded, 
CJuuencus,a pꝛieſt of payne, wꝛate thegoſpels in he 
ropcall verſes. 
CAthanaſius was o2deined biſhop of Alerandzia,aman 
inholineſſe of life and great learnynge, very crcellent: 
and fo the faith of Chziſt ſuſteined many and great per 
ſecutions of the Arrians. Foz whan.in the counſail hol- 


den at Laodicea, and other plates, with moſt puiſant ar 


gumentes he confounded their hereſie, he ſteered almoſt

C A counſail was holden at @ardis: where; 392. biſhops 
app ꝛoued the actes of Nicene counſaile. But the biſhops 
of the eaſt refuſed to be in their tompanp, and aſſembled 
them at Philopolis: where they curſed the ſcntence of 
the fozſapd counſaile of Nicenc. 

Conſtantius had euill foztune in his warres againſte 
the Perſians. Foz he encofitred them in eight great bat⸗

Juſtinian was made emperour of Conſtantinople. He 
came but of a pooꝛe kynred:foꝛ bis mothers bꝛother Jus 
ſtinus, emperour befoze him, was bat a ſwyne hierde.

The Sothes ſpopled and waſted the lande of Sictlve. 

Germanus,a noble man of Tonſtantinople, was ſent 
into Jtaly by the emperoar againſt the Gothes: who in 
his in idurnep died in Jlliria, 


C Totilas, king of the Gothes, hy the treaſon of cerfarh 


ſoaldiours of Jſaurta,obteined againe the city of Rome 
at whiche tyme he dyd not ſpoyle it, as he had doone be⸗ 
koꝛe, but ſo coſtlye repapꝛed msny plates, and vſed ſuche 
clemencye and gentleneſſc towarde the citizens, that he 
was no we counted as a father, whiche betoze dad ben a 
crueli tyꝛanne, and ſpopler.

C Narſes,a noble and valiant knight, was 02deined cas - 


pitapne of the warres in Jtalye. This man was no leſte 
renoumed fo2 his pity and godlmeſle, than fo; his warly 
policy and marcial knighthode, and therwith (ot nature) 
was gentil and liberal. Under him foztune ſmiledagain 
vpon the empire, and the power of the Gothes detaped.

- Narſes, with a puiſant # mightie armie, entred Ita⸗ 
ly. At Tagina, by the helpe of the Lumbards, the Go⸗ 
thes were put to flight, and theyꝛ kyng Totilas flayne 
with. vi. thouſande of his fouldio2s. arſes ſped hem 
in all haſte towarde Rome. 

Gobazes, was king of þ Lazes,ſomtime called Colcht

cauſe Beſſa, the Komaine tapitapn was diſgraded, and 
diſcharged of his armie. 

C Tetas, a valpant knyght, was oꝛdeined kyng of the

Ferdinande, the ſon of Sanctius, Erle ot Caſtile, was 
made kynge of Spapne. He maried the daughter of Al- 
phons king of Legio, and ſyſter of Weremunde: wherby 
he was king of Legio, in the right of his wille. 
Sueno, oꝛ Suaine,kyng of Denmarke,repented him 
of the fozmer couenauntes made with the Engliſhmen; 
and thinking to attain the whole dominion of this land, 
with a ſtrong army entred firſt Nozthumberlande, than 
middle Englande oz Pertta, and ſo wente fooꝛth tyll he 
tame to the citpe of London: whiche he beſieged, and dex 


ſtroyed the countrey of Kent. At this tyme Egelrede the 


king,deſpeiringe of all reconerey(not ones p2ofering to 
reſiſte his enemies) with his wife and childzen, fledde to 
Richarde Duke of No2mandy. And than poſſeſſed Sues 
no the whole kyngdome of this realme. 

About this time Olanus # Onetus. 2. capitains of the 


Danes, inuaded Scotland, vanquiſhed king Palcolme, 
and ſubdued urrai: But not longe after Malcolme re⸗ 


paired his army, diſtomſited the Danes, t ſlew Onetus. 

Henry the emperour of Germanp, pode toward Nome 
where he was annoincted emperoz by the biſhoppe, and 
than takyng with hym the imperiall Diademe, marched 


with his army toward Capua. He vanquiſhed the Sara. 


ſens,andfo:ced them to foꝛſake Italpe, he purſued alſo 
with great waath Bubaganus, a capitain of þ en pcroꝛs 
of Conſtantinople, whiche fauoured the Saraſens.

Tephene Erle of Boloyne, the ſonne ot the Erle of 


lopes, and Adela, M illiam conquero;s daughter 
and nephew to Henrp the fy2ſt,toke on bym the ga⸗ 
uernance of this realme of England. This was ajnoble 
man, a hardpe, of paſſing comely fauour and perſonage. 
In al pꝛincelp vertues be ercelled:as, in marciall policy, 
«affability,gentilnes,and bountetul liberality toward al 
me:t eſpecially in p beginning;fozalthough he had con- 
tinual war, pet did he neuer burdein his commons w er 
actions, ſauing onely certain biſhops, which flowing in 
riches, builded diuers caſtels p̊ tourned the king after to 
gret trouble. Only in this he ſemed blame woꝛthy, ỹᷣ c<- 
trary to his othe, made to Maude þ daughter of Hery,he 


che caufe he was vered w wars all the time of his reign. 
Great trouble and diſcencion in England. feʒ ſo much 
as diuers of the nobles fauoured Maude the empzeſle a⸗ 
gain Stephen which was in poſſeſſion of the croune. 
¶ Marre betwene king Stephene and Dauidof Scat- 
land becguſe he retuſed to do to him his homage foʒ Noz 
thumberland Huntington, which he held by his wyfe. 


In this war (the Scottiſh hiſtozy ſaith) the duke of Glou- 
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Lewys the eight, ſurnamed the ponger,afterthe death 
of his father was o2deined kynge of Fraunce.

CA vaine rumonr was ſpꝛead in England of the death 
of king Stephen, which was cauſe of much trouble + bu⸗ 
ines in the realme. Fo2 diuers of the loꝛdes got them to 
theyꝛ holdes: which after might ſcantly w great laboꝛ be 
quteted + appeaſed, After which time Stephen paſſed in 
to-Nozmandye againlt Geffrey Erle of Angeow, þ huſ- 
bond of Maude ths empꝛeſle, which was right heyꝛe to p 
croune,and wha he had quieted that pꝛouince, he named 
Euſtace his ſon Duke of Nozmandy,andentred friend- 
chip and league with Lewys kyng of Fraunce.

CEuſtace, the ſonne of king Stephen, maried the liſter

C In the meane ſeaſon king Stepbene was occupied in 
tiuile warre againſt Robert Erle ot Glouceſter t others 
whiche fauoured the parte of Maude: whome the kynge 
ſubdued, and parte of them fozced to fozſake the realme. 
Maude the empꝛeſſe came into this land out of Nozmi 


nulph of Cheſter, made ſtrong war vpon king Stephen: 
in þ end wherof the kings partie was chaſed, t him ſeife 
taken pꝛiſoner, t ſent to B2iſtow there to be kept in ſure 
hold. But than the Kentiſhmen c Londinars,fauouring 
the king warred vpon the rebelles, t in open fielde toke 
Robert Erle of Gloceſter. But ſhoztly after both þ king 
Nobert were deliuered out of pꝛiſon by exchange: and 
Stephen without delay gathering to him a ſtrong army 
in ſuche wiſe purſued his enemies, that he fo:ced Paude 
W other of hir frendes,to foꝛſake the realm; This warre 
cotinued a long ſeaſon, to the great domage of þ realme. 

The Nomains, deſpꝛing their fozmer and auncient li⸗ 
berty, oꝛdeyned two ſenatours, whiche ſhoulde gouerne 
the loꝛdſhips and pꝛouinces belongyng as pet to the city 
of Rome. But Innocent the biſhop withſtode they: pur⸗ 
poſe, and calling a counſeple, oꝛdepyned, that no lay man

and reigned 38. eres. Ye vſed mach vilany towarde the 
ch2iftians that paſſed into Aſia againſte the Turkes, as 
after ſhall appeare. 

Auicenna the Phiſicid, Auerrois the interpꝛetoꝛ of As 
riſtotle, t a wicked philoſopher, Abzaha Abeneſtræ a Jue 
t an aſtronomer, t Balierdus a peripatetike flouriſhed. 

Geiſa, ſon of Bela, was made king of Bungarye,and 
retgned.rr.yeres:Þe kepte fierce warre with the Cer⸗ 
matines, whiche bꝛake into Pannonie, and was of them 
at ths firſt encounter vanquiſhed; but at the OT 
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interteined the emperour and the French kyng, as they

Jn the meane time he ſendeth his capitains 
with money into all parts to gather vp ſouldiors. He had 
befoze geuẽ in charge to Paximilian Erle of Bury, to ga 
ther as many both hozſemen and footemen as he could in 
the lower partes of Germanpe.

The Archbiſhop of Menſe, Treuire and Coloin gather

Therr,of Nouember the Cardinals gathered toge⸗ 
ther out of all places to the election of a new Pape. Am5g 
them were.z. factions. They that fanoured themperoz,+ 
were of his domintons, wold haue choſen Cardinal Pole 
The French Cardinals choſe @alutatii. They of p houſe 
of Farneſius t the Italians enuted the Frenchmen, and 
wold not ſuffer Salutate to be choſen,+-Cardinal Poole 
was ftaid,becauſe ſome repozted 5ᷣ he fauoured theP2ete 
ants. Jn thend Montane p Popes legate , at Cridente 
was elected, but firſt he put in ſareties to the Farneſians 
that their cooſen Octauius ſhottlde haue the citye of Par 
ma. After his election this B. was called July the iii. 
(Paulus Fagius, who accompanied Martine Bucer 
into England, a man both very wel learned in Dſuinitp 
and alſo excellent in the Heb2zue tongue, about the end of 
Nouember in Cambzidge thzough a guartane agne paied |

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o. Chriſt The. vi. day of Januarie wert murdzed in Lenden tiuo g

The.rvi. of dap Januarie one Arundell with certapne 
other rebelles in Deuonſhire, were taken, 4 bꝛoughte to 
London, à were hanged dꝛawen t quartered at Zpburn, 
About the ſame time pte capitain of them y roſe in Noz 
thekolk, together with his bother was condemned x ſente 
to Noz wich to be hanged in chaines. Theſe two capitains 
Arundell x Kpte were bꝛought to London about one time 
t ſo was the pꝛophecie fulfilled, that they and their tom⸗ 
pante had great aſò ante x truſt in, that is, that they ſhold 
mcte at London: which thep interpꝛete d to pꝛoſperitie, as 
eee not to puniſhement as traitours, * 

¶ In Argentine the Maſſe, that had ben aboliſhed p ſpace 
of. rri.peres, was now by the byſhop reſtoꝛed in. ii. chur⸗ 
ches, with other ſeraice t ceremonies of old time vſed, to p 
great admiration of all the youth, p had ſene no ſuch thin- 
ges befoꝛe. ata ſcrinon that one of the biſhops chaplains 
made þ firſt day of Febꝛuarie, a pong man in the copanie

¶ Aboute the beginning of Febzuarte the Amballadozs

Hot longe from this time certaine lewbe perſons at-

| king Phillip, tame from BBzurels to Auſbo;ough to'þ coũ 
cel, bzinging W him as p2tſoncr 5 late duke of Sareny, x 
left the Lantgraue in pꝛiſon at Pechline. After the empe- 
roꝛs departing out of Flaũders there was ſet fozth by his 
autozitie a verp greuous and ſtreight pꝛoclamatiõ againſt

the p did not bewzay ſuch perlõs as they did ſuſpect. Foz 
fears of this, the merchants of England, Germanp, e di⸗ 
uers other countreps p lap at Antwerpe, were mynded to 
depart e tranſferre the Marte to ſome other place: Whers 
fo:e,becauſe Þ thing would haue bene great loſſe to 5̊ ciiy 
counttep, by meanes of themperozs ſiſter Parp, the citi⸗ 
zens of Antwerpe obteined, that ſo ſtreight eraminatſon 
might not be vled in their citp,eſpeciallp foz ſtraungers.

tp, and cortaine other themperour aſſigned $200, foteme 
t oo, hozſcmen to the clergy againſt them: out ef þ com 
mon treaſure 60cov.,crounes foz a monthes ſpace to main 
tain þ ſouldioꝛs. Maurice duke of Sarony was appointed 
capitain in this war. The city of Bꝛeme was muche moze 
gently delt wal:becauſe it had anſwered, 5 if they might 
be ſaffred to haue their religion, they wold gladly ſubmit 
themſelues to any thing, that thempcroz would require.

_ Cyulpbiſhopof Rome in Honember appointed a coun- 


cell to be holden at Trident in Pay folowing, and lente 
his Bull therof vnto the emperour, 
C The emperour at Anſbozough conſulted with the pʒin 
tes, what was the cauſe that his decree was not receyued 
and put in exccution. Some laide the cauſe vpon the pꝛi⸗ 
uileges of the cities and pꝛinces: other vpon the long con⸗ 
tinuance and time that the people hadde bene taught and 
bought vp in the contrary religion: ſome vpon the educa- 
tion of youth in ſcholes, þ ſtubbozneſſe of pꝛeachers t mi⸗ 
niſters, the negligence of magiſtrates,+ lacke of pʒieſtes. 
Jn thend of Noueber Paurtce duke of Saronye ſettyng 
hpon Pagdeburge gotte the ſuburbes of the citie,but the 
tounes men ſet them on ſper, and toke away that commo- 
ditie from their enemies.

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peraurs oꝛder of religion lately made at Auſbozongh, of the 
C At Auſboꝛoughe the citizens had lyke to haue riſen vp6 vorld. 
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of Germanp, came to aid Pagdeburge,) and not far from 
the city onercame them, and cauſed Hedecke to take parte 
with him. The emperour vnderſtanding that many gens 
tlemen very good capitaines and men experte in warkare 
fo: religions ſake went to Pagdeburge: made pꝛoclama⸗

And there 
talke was had betwene the emperoz and his bꝛother king 
Ferdinand of the ſucceſſion of the emppze. It was repozs 
ted that themperour was mynded to haue ſect vp his ſonne 

king Phillip, and Ferdinand alſo his ſonne Parimilian, 
as bepng fo his manners and curteſie moze fauoured a⸗ 
mong the Germains then Phillip was. 

The Lantgraue whome the emperour had lefte p2iſo - 
ner at Pechline, (beyng paſte all hope ol liberty, and per⸗ 
cetupnghys ſonnes to bee ſtill tom maunded of the empe⸗ 
rour to delpuer the obligations that Maurice and the 
Marques of Bꝛandboꝛzough were bound foz their father) 
at thys tyme was in mynde to haue ſtollen out of pꝛiſon, 
and fledde by the helpe of Conrade Bꝛedeſtene and John 
Romele. But euen at the very pointe his purpoſe wasbe- 
wWꝛaped, ſo that diuers of his helpers were partelp in do⸗ 
png of the thynge llapne, partely after beheaded fo2 the 
ſame, and hymſelte caſte into ſtraighter pzyſon and har⸗ 
der kepyng. 

In December certaine of the Dioces of Bagdeburge,

Ol ander, who had ben a pꝛeacher at No2tberge in Ger 
manp, and was nowflcdde into Pꝛuſſia, taughte that no 
maine was tuſkified, not by kaithe, but by the iuſtice of 
Chꝛiſt inhabiting in vs: vnto whiche docttine he had per- 
ſuaded Albert pꝛince of ꝛuſſia:in ſo much that other pꝛe 
chers whiche ſpake againſte it, and namcip one Merline, 
were erpelled out of Pʒuſſia. Manpe of the pꝛeachers in 
Germany wzate afterward againft this opinion. 

The biſhop of Argentine complained to the conncel! of 
the citye, ot᷑ the pꝛeachers that didde with their woozdes 
fncenſe the people in ſuche ſozt that pꝛieſtes were in great 
daunger, and ſalde onleſſe they woulde ſee it redꝛeſſed, he 
woulde fynde an other remedy. 

The Frech king recelued into his tuicion Octauius Far 
neſius pꝛince of Parma, who feared much leaſt the empe- 
roꝛs capitain Gonzaga wold take Parma fro him. V her 
koze the French king,fo2 moze ſuretp, ſeta garriſon of his 
ſouldioꝛs in the city. With this Pope July wis much dif 
pleaſed: and ſetting foꝛth a wit oz pzoclamation, ſummo 
neth Farneſius to appeare beefozc him within 30. dapes: 

onleſſe he did ober, by the ſame he condemneth him and ge 
neth ſentenco of pzoſcription againſt him. Mherfoꝛe not 
long after, when he did not obey,themperourcommann-

{t was to be feared leaſt the decree of Conſtance councel, 
ſhoulde take place: where it was enacted, that pꝛompſe 
was not to be kept to heretikes, as the biſhops now didde 
counte the pꝛoteſtantes to be.

The maner cf 
this ſweate was ſuch, that if men dyd take cold outward- 
ly, it ſtroke the ſweate in, and immediatip killed them. It 
they were kepte cloſe, and with many cloathes, it flifcled 
them, and diſſolued na ure. It they were ſuffred to ſlepe, 
commonly they ſowned in their lleape, and ſo departed, oz

This diſeaſe folowed Engliſhemen, as well within the

CE Baurice Duke of Saronpe at the deſpze of the Lante⸗ 
graues ſonnes cauſed the people Chatti to bee ſwozne to 
himſeifs,natw'th{tanding that the Emperour not loage 
befoze had adiudged that Loꝛdeſhyp to appertapne to = 
Earle of NaTow, betwene whome and the Lantgraue it 
wis in controuerſie.

Lhemperozs army that la pe in Flaunders dyd muche 
harme in France, and toke the caftcll ot t dyng. 
¶ On tbe. xx of Houember the emperour came into his 
camp at the ſiege of Metis, where his atm had lien from 
the. xxii.o October. After his commyng be battered the 
walles ſoꝛe with gunſhot: but after a tyme, perctiupnge 
that he could not pꝛeuaile, and that winter was come, he 
reiſed hisſiege in the end ol Decemberꝛt at that time with 
ſicknes and cold, loſt the thiro part of his army, 
¶ In England this ſummer paſt, kyng Edward went in 
pꝛogreſſe into the weſt countrey, wher he had ſo much erer 
ciſe of hauking and huntpng as was thought by ſome at 
that time to be dangerous vnto his health. Toward win- 
ter he returned to London, and from thes to Grenewich, 
where al the Chziſtmas ſeaſon was paſſed with much ple 
ſantnes & mirth, vutil at the length in January,he fel ſick 
of aconghe, which ended in a Petar aro of the lights. 

The. xxrits.of Januarye the Frenchemen in the citxe of 
Metis commaunded, that in pꝛoceſſions thankes ſhoulde 
be geuen to God, that they had ſo wel reſiſted the E mpe⸗ 
rour. And imme diatly the rvpon cauſed ſerche to bee made 
fo: al the bookes of the Lutherans & burned them openly 
inthe-market place.

¶ In Germany the ſouldiours of erls Alberte dayly inda⸗ 
maged and wanne ſomewhat from the biſhoppe of Bam⸗ 
berge.

While this was doyng in Germany, worde was ſente 
out of Boheme that king Ferdinand, befoze his comming 
to Auſbozongh, had com maunded about, 200. miniſters x 
pꝛeachers to depart out of diners partes of that countrep.

nered tothe crowne ,  Wefozethe ende of this Par- 
liamente dyed Stephane Gardinar Chauncelloure of 
Englande, and in his place was appoynaed Heathe 
archebyſihoppe of Pozke: e was ones in Germa⸗ 
nie with Cranmer and ſemed then to lauour the relygion 
or the Pꝛoteſtantes. 

P3ylpot, archedeacon of Winchelfcr in kong Edwar 
des time and one of the chefte diſputers in the conocation 
houſe of Paules þ t᷑pꝛſt pere of tbe Qutene, was burned 
at this time avoate the.xbiii ot Rouembꝛe. 

Franciſe Aenere duke of Menſce, fo miſgoucrneinent 
and ill pꝛouiſion ot thynges n cceſſarie fe2 the citce, was 
by conſent of the citizens at this time depoſed. 

Fo2 ſo much as themperour had reſigned the goucrne- 
ment ofthe lowe countcies vnto his ſonne Phillip,he ſent 
woꝛde of the ſame by letters bnte the pzinces of Germa⸗ 
nie and declared inhat is father bad de ne, ockerynge to 
them his good wil and fcizndlhip, At the came time kinge 
ek 
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Ferdinande rent! ambaſſad ours to the ſame p 


nifipng in how great danger he was of the Turke: who , woulde 


now required to haue the fironge countrep of Tranſilua 
nia pelded vp to him. Therefoze, to conſulte of that mat⸗ 
ter, he willed them in their owne perſons to reſozte vnto 
the counſell of the empire. In the meane tyme be helde 
an aſſemble of the lates of his dominions, in the whyche 


the pzinces and citees of Auffriche moſte earneſtipe deſp⸗ 


2ed to haue the Pꝛoteſtantes religion. But the kyng wil⸗ 
led them to tarrie vntill the counſell that thoztelp thoulde 
beholdeu ar Ratiſbone, 

After thedeaty of Parques Parignane, the biſhopps 
of Trident was made Liuetenant of Lumbardie:and ths 
Duke of alba Uiceroy of Naples. 

About Chiſi nas the Pope made diuers new Cardi- 
nals and amonge vther Gropper chiefe of councell to the 
archebiſſhoppe cf Colon. 

In Januarie, in diuers places of Daponie, Mile, and 
Boheme were hozriblerempoſtes of wind, xaine thunder 
andiightenyng, whiche dyd muche harme, and eſpecially 
abeute churcyes, The ſame monethe at Mitodure, a 
towne two miles from Schurike in Helnetta, fyze app e- 
rod in one of the ſteep ies of the churche and made ſuchs 
a nopſe that all the people reſozted thyther to quenche 
it, and when they came to the place no fire appeared, 
This happened twile the.tiil,day ol that monety and alſo 
the .xi(if.daye. - 

Upnge Phillip, beginning to gonerne thelowe coun” 
treys committed vnto bim by his father,aboute the, xvui. 


daye of Januarie entred into Antwerpe and was recey⸗ 
ued with great ſolemnitee. 


In Januarie the pꝛintes and ſtates 'of Auſtriche, as 


they were comaunded by kynge Ferdinand in the end of 


the laſt pere, xeſoʒted again to a counſel at Nienna. There 
in moſt earneſt maner againe they renewed their ſute to 
haue religion amonge them refozmed acco2epnge ta the 
Pꝛoteſtantes confelſion at Auſbozongh.king Ferdinand 
was earneſt with them to the contrarte, 4 willed them to 


conſulte of apde againſt the Turke. But they anſwered

Whiche not longe af- 
ter was pꝛocl aimed. 
C Henrie Duke of Bzunſwike maried the kyng of Pole- 
landes ſyſter. 
C Jobn Iſemburge Archebiſſhoppe of Treuire died, after 
whom ſacceded John Lepe. 
E The.rrvi.of Febzuarte died Friderike Paulſgraue of 
Rhinsandelectoac: After him Otto Henrie his bzothers - 
fonne did ſuccede. This Otto had ſuſteined great daun-s 
ger hothe of lyte, landes and goodes, foz mainteninge 
the Pꝛoteſtantes religion: and now at this tyme tanyng 
on him this dignitee, faoꝛthwitu made pꝛoclamation to 
aboliſhe the Pape and the Pae, and to reſoꝛma religion 
accoꝛ ding tothe confeſſion of Qaſbozougy. At the ſame 
tyme albert muſter of Pꝛu i a.foꝛſakynge the errour ot 
Oũander, pꝛoteſted al io that he wolde mainteine þ pzate- 
ſtantes confeT:21 at Auſboꝛoa gh, and wil:ed the ſame to 
be falow22 in his do ninion. 
C Toe. ii. of M irche appeared a blaſynge terre and 
continued the ſp ice of. rii.dapes. 

In an aſſemul or ths empire holden at N atiſbone the 
pꝛinces toke der concerning the accuſation of earle Als 
berte that waz fles into Fraunce, as is betoze ſapde, and 
graunteo him his ſafe condute,that he might come home 
and anſwere koz him ſelke. 

In England Bzokes biſhope of Glouteſter was by the 
Cardinall ſentedowne as commiſſioner from the Pope 
to Drfo:de , there ta here the examination of Cranmec 


and ſuche thing s as ſhould be layed to his charge by Doc⸗ 


tour Stfozte and Dactoure Martin ſente in Commiſtion 
from the Nueene. At whiehe time Cranmer, makynge

ded by Bonar biſchop of London 4 Thirlby biſhop of Tly 
ſente downs foz that purpoſe) he was burned in the ſams 
place where Ridley i Latimer befoze had ſuſtered. Befoze 
his death, by perſwacion of Frier John a Spaintard that 
redde dialnitee in Orkoꝛde, and by thecounſel of certaine 
ther that put him in hope of life and pardon „ he ſubſcrt- 


bed to a retantaclon Urchereinhe ſubmitted hym ſelke 


wholly to the church ol Rome, and continued in the ſame

When he tame to the ſtake, and the fier was kind⸗ 
led, he put his right hande into the fier and helde it there 
a good ſpace:ſaping that ſhoulde firſte barne ; becauſe it 
bad taken the penne to ſubſcribe agapnſt his LozvGod, 


After bis death Cardinail Poole was made archebyſſhop - 


of Canturburte, whiche befoze this time he woulde not 
take vpon him. be | 


Che people of Banarſe required of their Duke Alberte - 
to hane the pꝛoteſtantes religion permitted among them. 


He dented their requeſt and graunted onlyſo muche vnto 


them, as his father in law kinge Ferdinande had beroze 


grauntsd to the people ot Autriche. 
Certaine pzinces of Tranſtpluania fozſoke kynge Fer⸗ 
dinand and went to Wapuodas ſonne. 9

In Mape ſpꝛ Peter Carew, that at Wiates rebellion 
fled inte Fraunce and was nowe reconciled vnto kynge 

lip, and with him [pz John Cheoke kinge Edwardes 
maiſter commynge from Bꝛzuſſels to Ant werpe, 
were bothe by kynge Phillips commanndemente appꝛe⸗ 
bended and caried into England: where they were kepte 
in pꝛiſon vntill they had ſubmitted them ſcifes vnto ths 
Pope.

Greate dearth ol all manner of thynges was in thys 
realme and cſpectally ot coʒne:in ſo muche that a greate 
number of pooze people died foz hunger in many places. 
Aboute the ſame time alſo began the hotte burnynge Fe⸗ 
ucrs and others ſtrange diſeaſes that increaſed moze the 
twoperes folowinge.

An Julxe Alberte Duke of Bauier in the name ot king 
Ferdinand began the aſſemblp of the empire apointed at 
Ratiſbo2e,and declared that ardinand could not be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent him ſelfe, betauſe the whole tountrey of Tranſlilua⸗ 
nla by meanes of Peter Petronius rebelled agaynſt bym 
and deſy2ed ayde of the Lurke. F2ancis Beueke alſs and 
vis ſonne Geozge rebelled in hungarp ;and the Turke in 
diuers places made great pꝛouiſion fo warre and beſie- 
ged cartaine titees of C hꝛiſtendome. M heretoʒe he requi 
red them to take ſome oꝛder as well ko the Turke, as o⸗ 
ther thynges moued in the laſte counſell. | 
+ Aconſpiracie was made by certaine meane perſonns in 
Cngland,whoſe purpoſe was to hanerobbev the Nauce- 
nes Eſchhquer:to this intent, as the talke was, thar they 
might be able to mainteine warre againft the Queene. 
Chbis matter was bttercd by one of the conſpiracie wher- 
by Udall, Frogmozton, Peccham , t one Staunton were 
appzegzended g put to death fo2 the ſame, certaine of them 
llodde into France and other places. 

Aboute the. xv.of December the emperour Charles ha⸗ 
uyng his naule in readineſſe ſapled out of Flaunders in⸗ 
to Spapne, haupng befoze re ſined to his bzother Ferdi⸗ 
nande the gouernance of thempirt and to his ſonne Phil- 
lip the dominſon ot the low countreps. 

In the beginnyng of this ycare ane ambaſadour came

In the tyme of thys longe and terrible liege of Newha- 
nen,many of our Enlichemen being vſited with the pelli 
lence,retomed into-Englande, by reaſon whereof diuers 
parties of the realme wer infected with that plague t ma- 
nye died therof. But immediatly after the dclyoery vp of 
the ſaid towne, our ſouldiours retourning home to Eng⸗ 
land, the infection meruelouſly encreaſed in ſondꝛp places, 
but molt chiefly in the Citie of London, ſo that there died 
in the ſaid Citie and ſuburbes of the ſame from the vi. dap 
of Apꝛill. iq 63. vnto the laſt day ot Nonenber nert follows 
ing.:23200. perſons.
